The  total  number  of  persons  employed  in  and  about  the  mines  was  9,140,  of  whoi 
were  females  working  above  ground.  After  having  had  to  record  a  serious  decline 
mining  population  of  my  district  from  1882  to  1885,  it  is  cheering  to  notice  a  turn  of^ 
tide.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  is  an  increase  in  1886  of  347  persons, 

3’9  per  cent.  This  increase  is  due  entirely  to  more  activity  in  metal  mining,  for  at  the 
underground  slate  quarries  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  hands.

Few  of  the  accidents  call  for  any  special  remark.  At  the  metal  mines  proper  none  were 
due  to  infringements  of  the  Act,  and  the  only  one  which  was  attended  with  a  fatal  result  was 
caused  by  foolhardiness.  A  huge  underground  cavern  had  been  discovered  at  Halkyn  mine, 
and  the  agent  made  use  of  a  small  boat  to  explore  it.  After  he  went  away  a  blacksmith, 
who,  I  am  told,  had  never  been  in  a  boat  before,  jumped  in  out  of  pure  curiosity,  and  when 
a  little  way  from  the  shore  of  the  underground  pond  foolishly  stood  up  in  his  frail  craft, 
which  capsized  and  he  was  drowned. 

At  the  slate  mines  there  were  as  usual  numerous  accidents  from  falls  of  ground,  and,  as  I 
have  already  pointed  out  on  more  than  one  occasion,  casualties  of  this  kind  are  inseparable 
from  the  method  of  working  adopted.  The  worst  accident  arose  from  an  explosion  of 
gunpowder  carried  in  calico  bags,  which  caused  the  death  of  a  lad  and  severe  injuries  to 
three  men.  An  account  of  the  prosecution  consequent  upon  this  breach  of  the  Act  is  given 
in  the  next  chapter,  which  also  contains  the  result  of  the  proceedings  taken  against  the 
owners  and  agents  of  the  Oakeley  mines  with  reference  to  the  death  of  an  aged  qnarryman, 
killed  by  falling  over  a  precipice  close  to  his  working  place.

These  tables  show  that  at  the  metal  mines  proper  the  very  low  death-rate  last  year  counter¬ 
balances  the  high  figure  of  1885,  and  I  wish  to  give  agents  and  men  every  credit  for  the 
fact  that  only  one  person  was  killed,  and  that  he  met  with  his  death  through  his  own  rashness, 
in  a  manner  wholly  unconnected  with  the  dangers  of  his  calling. 

At  the  slate  mines  there  is  a  slight  improvement  compared  with  1885. 

On  the  whole,  1886  was  an  unusually  favourable  year  as  regards  immunity  from  accidents 
in  my  district.

Barmouth. — Mr.  Abraham’s  neglect  consisted  in  having  omitted  to  send  me  an  annual 
return  and  to  post  up  an  Abstract  of  the  Act. 

Benallt. — Mr.  Fagan  was  carrying  on  mining  work  without  any  regard  to  the  provisions 
of  the  law,  and  I  thought  it  important  in  this  as  in  the  previous  case  to  call  the  attention 
of  other  mine  owners  in  the  district  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act  by  means  of  a 
prosecution. 

Brynfelin. — On  the  14th  July  last  I  sent  Mr,  Banner  notice  in  writing  to  fence  the 
tops  of  ten  disused  mine-shafts  which  had  been  reported  to  the  Home  Office  by  the  Chief 
Constable  of  Carnarvonshire  as  being  dangerous.  Finding  on  the  31st  August  that  there 
were  no  signs  of  any  disposition  on  Mr.  Banner’s  part  to  comply  with  my  notice,  I 
informed  you  of  his  neglect  and  received  your  instructions  to  prosecute  him. 

At  the  hearing  of  the  case  his  solicitor  produced  evidence  to  show  that  he  was  making 
preparations  to  fence  the  shafts  before  my  report  was  sent  to  you,  and,  although  he  ought 
to  have  fenced  the  most  dangerous  shafts  several  years  ago  without  any  notice  at  all  from 
me,  the  magistrates  refused  to  convict  him.  Still,  as  he  had  to  pay  the  costs,  he  did  not 
escape  entirely  unpunished. 

Diphwys  Casson. — In  spite  of  the  conviction  of  the  managers  of  two  neighbouring 
mines  for  similar  offences,  the  agent  of  Diphwys  Casson  allowed  gunpowder  to  be  carried 
underground  in  calico  bags,  and  the  consequence  of  his  imprudent  breach  of  the  law  was 
a  fatal  accident,  of  wdiich  I  have  already  given  particulars. 

When  the  summons  was  heard  at  Penrhyndeudraeth,  the  solicitor  for  the  defendants 
contended  that,  as  the  Act  simply  prescribed  that  gunpowder  was  to  be  taken  into  the 
mine  in  “  a  case  or  canister,”  without  defining  the  nature  of  the  case,  his  clients  had  not 
committed  any  offence ;  in  other  words,  he  argued  that  a  calico  bag  was  a  “  case  ”  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act.  My  advocate  pointed  out  that  the  word  “case”  had  to  be 
construed  with  due  regard  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  used,  and  asked  that  a  reasonable 
and  ordinary  meaning  should  be  put  upon  it  consistent  with  the  context  of  the  Act.  The 
justices  dismissed  the  summons,  but  consented  to  state  a  case  for  a  superior  court. 

The  appeal  was  heard  last  January  in  the  Queen’s  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  before  Lord  Coleridge,  Lord  Chief  Justice,  and  Mr.  Justice  Grove. 
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REPORTS  OF  INSPECTORS  OF  MINES. 

The  following  report  of  the  judgment  is  taken  from  “The  Times,”  21st  January  1887. 

Lord  Coleridge  said  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  decision  of  the  magistrates  was  wrong, 
and  that  they  ought  to  have  convicted.  The  question  put  in  the  case  must  be  answered  in 
the  contrary  way  to  that  in  which  the  magistrates  had  decided  it,  and  they  had  decided  it 
wrongly.  He  was  clearly  of  opinion  that  a  linen  or  cotton  bag  was  not  a  “  case  ”  within 
the  meaning  of  this  Act.  The  object  of  the  rules  and  requirements  of  the  Act  was  to 
protect  human  life  and  to  prevent  danger  of  explosion.  It  was  to  give  effect  to  true  rules 
of  construction  to  hold  that  the  words  “  case  ”  or  “  canister  ”  explained  one  another,  and 
that  “  case”  meant  something  in  the  nature  of  a  canister,  something  solid  and  substantial, 
and  fitted  to  resist  ignition  from  a  spark  or  other  accidental  cause,  because  that  was  the 
object  of  the  Act,  and  in  so  construing  the  terms  of  the  Act  they  were  construing  it  according 
to  its  object.  He  was  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  magistrates  were  wrong  in  holding  that  a 
linen  or  cotton  bag  could  be  within  the  Act,  and  that  they  ought  to  have  convicted  and 
must  proceed  to  convict  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Justice  Grove  entirely  concurred.  It  would  never,  he  said,  have  occurred  to  his 
mind* that  a  “  case”  meant  a  bag.  If  “case”  might  mean  a  Jinen  or  cotton  bag,  it  might 
mean  a  paper  bag  or  a  handkerchief— which  would  be  liable  to  the  most  imminent  danger 
of  explosion  from  a  spark,  especially  such  hard,  sharp  sparks  as  emanated  from  the 
workings  of  mines.  To  construe  the  words  otherwise  would  be  to  construe  them  contrary 
to  the  whole  object  of  the  Act,  and  the  plain  meaning  to  be  derived  from  the  context  in 
which  the  words  were  used.  There  were  no  words  which  might  not,  by  taking  them  out 
of  their  context,  be  made  to  mean  the  direct  contrary  of  what  was  intended.  And  the 
whole  object  of  the  Act  would  he  defeated  and  destroyed  by  that  mode  of  construction.  The 
true  question  was  :  What  was  the  sense  in  which  the  words  were  used  in  this  Act?  He  was 
clearly  of  opinion  that  the  word  “  case  ”  meant  in  this  Act  something  hard  and  solid  in 
its  nature,  which  would  prevent  the  danger  of  ignition  by  an  accidental  spaik  as  a  case 
or  canister  ”  in  that  sense  would,  but  a  cotton  bag  would  not. 

The  case  was  therefore  sent  back  to  the  magistrates  to  convict.  They  then  imposed 
fines  of  2s.  6d.  and  refused  to  allow  costs  ;  but  as  the  defendants  had  to  pay  the  costs 
of  the  appeal  in  London,  they  were  in  reality  heavily  mulcted  for  the  fatal  breach 
of  the  law. 

Great  Manod.^- On  visiting  this  mine  in  November  1885  I  found  a  calico  bag  containing 
3  lbs.  of  gunpowder  lying  upon  a  partly  burnt  candle. 

Rushen. — In  1885  the  owner  of  this  mine  was  fined  1/.  for  not  providing  adequate 
ventilation.  When  visiting  the  mine  last  year  I  found  men  working  in  some  stopes  where 
my  candle  went  out  completely  when  I  held  it  upright.  The  agent  admitted  to  me  that 
the  men  had  been  working  for  three  weeks  in  this  noxious  atmosphere. 

Snowdon. — On  the  20th  June  1885  I  sent  a  notice  to  the  agent  of  the  lessor,  the  Dowager 
Lady  Williams  Bulkeley,  begging  him  to  fence  three  pits.  Lady  Bulkeley’s  solicitors 
replied,  “We  will  see  that  the  matter  is  duly  attended  to.”  On  the  5th  July  1885  I  had 
an  interview  with  Mr.  Bunn,  the  lessee,  and  he  also  promised  that  fences  should  be  erected. 

On  the  21st  April  1886  nothing  had  been  done;  however,  as  soon  as  legal  proceedings 
were  commenced,  Lady  Bulkeley’s  agent  set  men  to  work  in  earnest  and  the  pits  were 
speedily  fenced.  They'are  all  close  to  one  of  the  most  frequented  paths  up  Snowdon,  and 
one  of  them,  a  huge  chasm,  was  specially  dangerous  to  tourists. 

Wrysgan. — In  December  1884  I  found  gunpowder  being  taken  into  the  mine  in  calico 
bao-s.  1  at  once  gave  the  company  notice  in  writing  to  abandon  this  practice  and  the 
secretary  promised  immediate  attention.  Finding  in  November  1885  that  the  use  of  the  calico 
bag  had  not  been  entirely  discontinued,  it  seemed  to  me  desirable  to  enforce  the  law  by  a 
prosecution. 

In  July  1885  I  gave  the  company  notice  in  writing  to  fence  a  dangerous  underground 
travelling  road  in  three  places ;  after  the  lapse  of  more  than  four  months  two  of  the  places 
were  still  unfenced. 

In  addition  to  these  eight  prosecutions  I  may  mention  two  others  which  related  to  events 
that  took  place  in  1886,  but  which  do  not  appear  in  my  list  as  the  summonses  were  not 
heard  till  this  year. 

Bugail. — On  the  1st  October  last  I  met  a  lad  carrying  4  lbs.  of  gunpowder  in  a  calico 
bag  into  the  underground  workings,  and  a  few  weeks  afterwards  1  found  that 
gunpowder  was  conveyed  underground  in  a  canister  containing  8  or  9  lbs.  In  spite  of 
two  copies  of  the  Abstract  of  the  Act  being  posted  up  on  the  premises,  and  of  my  notices 
m  writing  that  only  4-lb.  canisters  should  be  used,  the  agent  professed  ignorance  of  the 
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gunpowder  regulations.  The  company  and  agent  were  convicted,  and  each  had  to  pay 
3/.  3 s.  11  d.  in  fines  and  costs. 

Oakeley  Upper. — An  elderly  quarryman,  named  John  Tudor  Roberts,  was  allowed  to 
make  slates  within  a  few  feet  of  a  high  natural  precipice  over  which  rubbish  was  tipped. 
In  some  unexplained  manner  he  fell  over  and  was  killed.  I  reported  the  matter  to  you, 
and  pointed  out  that  if  there  had  been  a  fence  the  man’s  life  might  have  been  saved ; 
but  I  expressed  some  doubt  whether  there  was  a  suniciently  clear  bleach  of  the  Special 
Rules  to  make  a  prosecution  desirable.  The  Rules  say  that,  “  every  dangerous  pathway  or 

road  in  the  mine”  is  to  be  “  securely  fenced.” 

Acting  under  your  instructions  I  prosecuted  the  company,  managing  director,  and  resident 
acrent  The  question  before  the  Bench  was  simply  this :  “  Is  the  edge  of  a  high  and 
precipitous  ‘  tip,’  where  two  lines  of  rails  terminate,  c  a  dangerous  pathway  or  road. 

The  justices  dismissed  the  summons  ;  but  as  they  refused  to  allow  the  defendants  any  costs, 
and  said  that  I  was  fully  justified  in  bringing  the  case  before  them,  I  had  no  reason  to  be 

dissatisfied  with  their  decision.  . 

1  believe  that  the  prosecution  will  have  a  good  effect  m  showing  the  public  that  where 
there  is  a  semblance  of  an  accident  having  been  caused  by  a  breach  of  an  official  legulation, 
the  matter  will  not  be  allowed  to  pass  unnoticed  by  the  Government. 

Mr.  James  S.  Gell  of  Castletown,  Isle  of  Man,  acted  as  my  advocate  in  the  Rushen  case, 
and  all  the  other  nrosecutions  were  conducted  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Cartwright,  solicitoi,  of  Chestei. 

The  widows  of  the  three  men  drowned  by  an  irruption  of  water  at  Pantgwyn  mine  in 
1885  have  each  received  8/.  10s.  from  the  fines  inflicted  by  the  magistrates,  and  the  sum 
of  14/.  10s.  remains  deposited  in  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank,

In  accordance  with  section  2  (4)  of  the  Slate  Mines  (Gunpowder)  Act,  1882,  I  have  the 
honour  to  report  that  there  are  now  three  slate  mines  holding  exemptions  from  section  l3  (2) 
(a)  (b)  (c) and  (e)  of  the  Metalliferous  Mines  Regulation  Act,  1872,  viz.,  Aberllefenny, 
Llechwedd,  *  and  Oakeley  ;  under  this  latter  name  are  included  the  Oakeley  Middle  and 
Oakeley  Upper  of  former  lists,  now  amalgamated  into  one  mine.  The  new  code  of  Special 
Rules  established  at  the  Oakeley  mines  in  1883  was  adopted  at  Aberllefenny  and  Llechwedd 

when  the  exemptions  wTere  granted. 

Special  Rules  are  also  in  force  at  the  following  mines

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The  plan  and  section  of  Mynydd  Gorddu  mine  are  at  the  Home  Office,  and  plans  of 
Pennant  and  Kirkmichael  mines  ought  to  be  supplied.  The  others  were  all  small  mines  not 
ordinarily  employing  12  persons  below  ground. 

Considering  the  state  of  the  metal  market,  my  district  may  be  congratulated  upon  the 
number  of  new  mines  started  or  of  old  mines  revived  in  1886,  viz.  : —

The  most  important  mining  event  in  my  district  last  year  has  been  the  working  of  a  deposit 
of  carbonate  and  silicate  of  manganese  near  Barmouth  and  Harlech,  in  Merionethshire.  The 
ore  occurs  in  the  form  of  a  bed  or  seam,  interstratified  among  rocks  of  Cambrian  age,  and 
varying  from  a  few  inches  to  three  or  four  feet  in  thickness  ;  the  average  thickness  is  12  to 
18  inches.  The  per-centage  of  metallic  manganese  varies  from  20  to  32,  and  the  ore  is  sent  to 
Mostyn  and  Darwen  for  the  manufacture  of  spiegeleisen  and  ferromanganese.  The  quantity 
of  ore  produced  in  1886  amounted  to  11,256  tons,  worth  7,897/.,  and  the  output  for  this  year 
will  probably  be  very  much  greater.  It  is  gratifying  to  me  to  record  the  birth  of  a  new 
mining  industry,  and  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  bed  has  been  traced  over  a  considerable 
area,  and  that  the  existence  of  large  stores  of  the  novel  kind  of  ore  has  been  proved  beyond 
doubt. 

Ventilation. — In  my  last  report  I  dwelt  at  some  length  upon  the  subject  of  ventilation, 
and  my  experience  of  this  year  confirms  my  opinion  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to 
secure  a  thoroughly  sufficient  air  supply  in  all  working  places  unless  the  first  general  rule  is 
made  more  definite  and  stringent. 

Barracks  for  workmen. — The  reply  often  made  to  me  when  I  complain  of  bad  ventilation 
in  a  stuffy  rise  or  end  is  :  “  The  air  here  is  nothing  like  so  bad  as  you  would  find  it  in  the 
men’s  bedrooms.”  I  have  therefore  taken  the  opportunity  of  examining  some  of  the  barracks, 
where  men  whose  homes  are  distant  find  it  convenient  to  live  from  the  Monday  to  the 
Saturday.  There  are  undoubtedly  cases  of  overcrowding,  and  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  call 
the  attention  of  Mr.  Hugh  Rees,  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  district,  to  the  barracks  at 
Rhosydd  quarry,  at  the  head  of  an  out-of-the-way  valley  near  Festiniog.  He  agreed  with 
me  that  it  was  not  right  that  there  should  be  scarcely  200  cubic  feet  of  space  per  man  in 
rooms  used  for  sleeping,  taking  meals,  and  keeping  provisions  and  coal.  I  have  left  the 
matter  in  his  hands.  The  men  were  n^ady  all  sleeping  two  in  a  bed,  and  some  of  the  rooms 
were  dark,  with  a  bad  floor  and  an  indifferent  roof. 

While  blaming  the  Rhosydd  Company  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  housing 
their  men,  I  must  not  fail  to  mention  an  instance  of  an  opposite  kind.  At  some  barracks 
built  by  Mr.  Dunlop  for  the  Oakeley  quarries,  each  man  has  his  own  sleeping  room,  separate 
from  a  central  refectory ;  and  there  is  an  air  of  comfort  and  decency  which  contrasts 
favourably  with  the  untidy  and  dirty  appearance  of  the  rooms  at  Rhosydd.  These  barracks 
are  more  in  accordance  with  my  ideas  of  what  is  due  from  an  employer  to  his  workmen. 

Prevention  of  Crane  Accidents. — My  list  shows  one  fatal  and  three  non-fatal  accidents 
with  cranes,  and  in  1885  the  number  of  casualties  wras  greater.  As  a  rule,  these  accidents 
happen  while  lowering  blocks,  when  a  pawl  cannot  be  used.  The  man  sometimes  loosens 
his  hold  too  soon,  thinking  that  a  block  which  has  reached  the  ground  is  resting  firmly, 
instead  of  which  the  block  lurches  a  little,  and  a  slight  movement  of  the  chain,  multiplied 
by  the  gearing,  causes  the  crane-handle  to  fly  round  violently  and  inflict  a  severe  or  fatal 
blow.  In  order  to  prevent  these  accidents,  Mr.  Edward  Hughes,  of  Maentwrog,  proposes  to 
drive  the  barrel  by  a  worm,  and  so  prevent  any  unintentional  movement  of  the  crane. 
Though  there  is  a  certain  loss  of  speed,  this  is  compensated  by  gain  in  safety  and  in  power, 
and  the  invention  deserves  the  attention  of  quarry  owners. 

Conveyance  and  thawing  of  Dynamite,  Sfc. — I  frequently  have  to  complain  of  dynamite 
and  similar  explosives  being  taken  underground  without  any  proper  substantial  case.  A 
paper  box  is  considered  sufficient  bv  many  miners ;  and  I  have  seen  dynamite  stowed  away 
in  a  worn-out  shoe  and  in  an  old  teapot.  I  fear  I  shall  not  be  able  to  enforce  the  use  of 
secure  cases  until  some  of  the  managers  have  been  prosecuted. 
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Irregular  and  dangerous  methods  of  thawing  dynamite  are  often  resorted  o  instead  of 
using  proper  warming  pans.  Three  men  were  slightly  injured  at  Roman  Gravels  mine  last 
January  from  the  explosion  of  some  dynamite  remaining  in  a  can  of  water  in  which  they  had 
been  heating  their  cartridges ;  and  a  few  weeks  ago  l  myself  discovered  dynamite  being 
heated  in  a  tin  over  a  lighted  candle.  It  is  true  that  in  this  case  the  tin  containing  I  he 
cartridges  was  placed  in  another  full  of  water:  but  if  either  receptacle  had  leaked— and  no 
one  can  vouch  for  the  staunchness  of  an  old  and  battered  meat-tin — an  explosion  would  very 
likely  have  occurred.  Mr.  H.  S.  Lancaster,  the  manager  of  the  mine,  prosecuted  the  work¬ 
man  under  one  of  his  Special  Rules,  and  the  man  was  convicted.  As  it  was  the  first  offence, 
Mr.  Lancaster  asked  for  a  mere  nominal  penalty,  and  the  fine  inflicted  was  only  Is. 

This  prosecution  will  do  good  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood ;  and  the  attention  of  mine 
agents  generally  has  been  called  to  the  danger  of  irregular  methods  of  thawing  dynamite 
through  circulars  distributed  by  Nobel’s  Explosives  Company.  ^  On  the  other  hand,  I  have 
found  statements  in  the  instructions  for  using  dynamite,  issued  by  another  company  with 
each  package  of  the  explosive,  so  calculated  to  mislead  agents  and  men  with  regard  to  its 
freedom  from  danger  that  I  have  pointed  them  out  to  Her  Majesty’s  Chief  Inspector  of 
Explosives,  in  the  hope  that  he  will  be  able  to  prevent  their  being  repeated. 

During  the  year  1886  I  travelled  8,807  miles  while  engaged  upon  my  official  duties,  viz., 
7,450  by  rail,  1,157  by  road,  and  200  by  sea.  I  made  223  visits  to  mines,  of  which  114 
included  underground  as  well  as  surface  inspection.  Most  of  these  visits  were  made  without 
notice.  Official  work  in  London  occupied  me  33  days.
